Dr. Clarke Speaks Tomorrow 
in Second Talk of 
Series 



CLARKE I MANY ATTEND RALLY 



The value of the arts In the life 
of the average man v/ill be stress- 
ed by Dean Clarke tomorrov/ when 
he speaks on "The Arts Can Save 
You." This talk, which is open lo 
the entire student body, is the sec- 
ond of a series spon.wed by the 
Women's Union, and will be held in 
the R.V.C. Common Room at 4:45 
p.m. After the Dean's speech lea 
will be served. 

Dr. Clarke, Conductor of the 
Montreal Orchestra, is Dean of the 
Faculty of Music and Director of 
the McGill Conservatorium of 
Music. He has been in Canada 
since 1927,' and becoming a member 
of the Faculty of Music two years 
later, was appointed Dean in 1939. 
He founded the Montreal Orchestra 
the same year and has conducted 
the weekly concerts ever since, 
numbering to date, 154 presenta- 
tions. 

Brilliant Record, 

From 1909 until 1912 Dr. Clarke 
was scholar in composition at Read- 
ing University under Sir Hugh 
Allen, and was awarded the college 
and Tirbutt memorial prizes. In 
the war years he held a commis- 
sion and served afloat in the anti- 
submarine divsion. Resuming his 
work in 1920, he obtained a fellow- 
ship at the Royal College of Organ- 
ists and was awarded the Turpin 
prize in these examinations. In the 
same year Dr. Clarke, who had 
studied composition with Hoist, 
Vaughan Williams, and Charles 
Wood, was recognized as a com- 
poser when three of his orchestral 
compositions were accepted by the 
Patrons' Fund of the Royal College 
of Music and were performed by 
the London Symphony Orchestra. 

In 1923 he was appointed organ 
scholar of Christ's College, Cam- 
•bridge, and conductor of the Musi- 
cal Society, He was at Cambridge 
(our years, taking there the degree 
of B..-\. and Miis.B. His work in- 
cluded the conducting of Bach can- 
tatas and the works of Palestrina. 

In recent years Dr. Clarke has 
published choral works and many 
instruntental works, which have 
been played in London and other 
music centres. 

Tlie Women's Union of MoGill is 
sponsoring a series of talks this 
winter which are open lo the entire 
student body. Rosita Forbes, the 
first speaker of the series, spoke on 
exploration.

Despite the fact that McGill fin- 
ished in last place in the Annual 
Canadian Intercollegiate «ssault-at- 
arms, r.evsrtiieless the Redmen not 
only managed to retain tha one In- 
tercollegiate CrccA-r. -.iiey held last 
year but also added two more to 
display some of the most brilliant 
fighting of the meet. 

In the scoring the Toronto squad 
held a combined score of 3.36 points 
iaWcrvti 'ay Queer.'s with 4.23, O-A. 
C. with 3.23 and McGill trailed with 
2.38. 

. Scott Wins. 

In the 153 pound class Scott of 
McGill defeated Malacho'vski of 
Queen's ia the elimination round. 
Malacho-yski was last year's "'Vrest- 
ling champ in this class. Coming in- 
to the final bout Scott'tangled with.. 
Bulando ot Toronto and the figbt 
was so close that the judges decided 
a playoff round was necessary, how- 
ever it was found that an error was 
made in reckoning the score on the 
fight and the crown went to Scott 

Vaughan Mason of the Red squ» 
boxing in the 135 lb. class displays 
a very unusual style, continually 
weaving from side to side and 
proved a very elusive target. After 
taking a decision from Stanley of 
Toronto in the elimination round h9 
went 3r. :o take the title by piling 
up a h'j.ge lead in the third roimd 
of his encounter with Smitii oi 
O.A.C. 

The only other Intercollegiate 
crown won by the Kedmen was 
taken by Tommy Hughes who re- 
j ceived a thundering ova'^ion each 
time he stepped into the ring. 
Hughes Wins by T.K.O. 

Pitted against Meen of Toronto in 
the elttnination match Hughes used 
3 punishing left followed in quick 
succession by terrific rights to the 
head which kept Meen constantly 
on the go. By the halfway mark o£ 
the first round Meen was bleeding 
badly and could barely remain on 
his feet, the referee Tommy Sulli- 
van halted the fisht. Hughes win- 
ning by a teciiiiical knockout. 

In the heavyweight title fight 
Hughes met Bardswick of Queen's 
and in the first round he was very 
cautious being content to trade 
right and left jabs with his oppon- 
ent. Coni;:!i into tne second and 
thiixi rounds however Hughes had 
Baacisw'.ck bleeding badly as he 
waded into his opponent with hard 
lefts followed by devastating right 
hooks to the face. Hughes was the.,: 
only Redman defending an Inteis" 
collegiate Crown. 

Of the eight bo.xing crowns at 
stake the only one which was suc- 
cessfully defended was in the 
heavyweight class where Hughes 
decisively retained his title. 

In the wrestling division the for- 
mer liiloholdcrs were more fortmt- 
.I'.o and throe of last year's champs 
succoii.sfuriy defended their titles, 
C'arrere of O.A.C., Mu&tard and. 
Dobson both of Toronto.

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Nominations Due 

"Making the world safe for demo- 
cracy". 'Tree 5ppprh, free press., and free 
assembly", "Dangers to democracy" — 
these are cliches which we have heard in- 
cessantly for ihf psft two decades and for 
which our country- is now involved in an- 
other war. 

We fit McGill arc lonimstc; we have 
i, democracy, we ha^•e free speech, and we 
Ihave free assembly. We have, in other 
•words, control of our •ot\-n affairs, while 
those in control are responsible to their 
constituency, the student body. The fa- 
culty interferes but little in student affairs; 
in this respect McGill ftiidrats are prob- 
ably freer than ihose of any other univer- 
sity in Canada. We legislate, we control 
OUI" finances, wr have our own press, we 
have our student building, and we have a 
student court, we have almost complete 
autonomy; we are, in effect, a student com- 
munity. 

Ever>-one may panicipatc in student 
activities; not e^"cr}-one. however, can 
guide and direct them. Throughout the 
years, an efficient form of repre6entati^•e 
student government has been established 
suited to the needs of this campus. Men 
and women arc elected each year to im- 
portant c.\ecutive posts to the end that 
they may continue and further student life 
and aciivities at this imiversity, that they 
aney represent the University on various 
occasions, and that student funds may be 
spent v.-isely and effectively. 

Tomorrow is the deadline for nomin- 
ations to many of these positions ; further 
information will be found elsewhere in to- 
day's issue. 

As usual, many will be nominated to 
these postfc. some worthy and some un- 
worthy. We would therefore suggesi, even 
at this early daté, that serious thought be 
given to the selection of men and women 
^or tiiese important and onerous offices. 

'"It ha.^ frequently happened in the 
past'', readt a Dmhj editorial of 1935, 
"that men iia\e been elected to important 
,caropus posts because of their prominence 
in some other line of activity, completely 
disat.'ïociated from tne office from which 
they have been chosen. Votes arc cast for 
well-knov^ii a'.hletcr. writers, or debaters 
who have little qualification other than the 
notoriety of their n^me. Again, members 
of a faculty ha\'c frequently voted en 6ioc 
for some candidate merely because he 
wprked in the same lecture rooms as they. 

"We would like to suggest that you 
jgive a little more thought to the coming 
■voting. Consider serioufily the probable 
worth of each man in the post for which 
he is nominated, Abovr al!, do not be 
j-wayed by sectioiiaiihui or bigotry. Let the 
[best man win." 

During the few days which elapse be- 
tween the posting of nominations and elec- 
rtip{i of officers on March 18, we shall pub- 
lish, ^ in previoiu years, the platforms and 
biographies of all candidates, and in some 
caseé, their photographs. In addition, it is 
,o}jr intention to reprint either in whole or 
in part a series of cdifun.-d.'-: written for the 
Ijaily of W-i'i ;ùhm .-.c\(;jal campus poii- 
•tjons by men who liad formerly held those 
post? tliciiis.ehi;!'. iîuch a plan wc helievc, 
would l>f, instrumental in promoling a fau 
^ open election.

Students' 
Society of McGill 
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l'h« StudenU" Socltly of McGiU Univcriilly, 
b«lttr known in it* cxtcuttve eommlUcc. the 
Student*' council, was callèd into existence by 
s \«W l^f C<<^rf't"àlif>n ftn April 27lh, 1008. 

Like most now torm^ of govrnimenl lis 
raison d'etre w»s found in abUB*.^. The slud- 
enU had been brought into disrepute with the 
public; their failure to mfect their creditors in 
vmdcrferaduatè enterprises, and their apparent 
scquiesc^nec in the charges of vandalism which 
were periodically brought agsln.tl lh«ni, ren- 
dered absolute the noecM<ity o( rpforni. 'I'lio 
eccurrtnces ot Theatrt Night of 1908 gave « 
decided impetus to the movement, for it wa.s 
tJien mwk clear that some means be adopted 
to protect the student body from the adverse 
criticism followlnf the acts ot an Irrespon- 
sible few. A committee was aproiiiicd by the 
Old Alma Mater Socletj- to srcU wherein ll\c 
then prtvailing regime was al fault, and to 
propose • rtmed)*. 

The eommittet reported tn favor of abolish- 
ing the Alma Mater Society. Its membership 
was so considerable tjievr wa.\ no individual 
rtsponsibilitj'; it was too cunibrr.-ionic for an 
txtcutiv*, and had little or no )ircslige be- 
cause another and less representative body ad- 
ministered the students' finances. The com- 
mittee proposed a am^ll executive to transact 
all student attairs, and to act as a Court ot 
Honour. 

To enumerate Vat vicissitudes attendant 
upon the moulding of the scheme, or to give 
an account of the obstacles that had to be re- 
mo\'«d and thé conflicting opinions that had to 
be reconciled before it could be carried into 
effect would be uninteresting, .\fter two 
years' labor by different committecf. and .<;onie 
hesitation on the pArt of Corporation, the re- 
forms were sanctioned and embodied in what 
is now the constitution of the Students' So- 
clet>-. 

The Students' Society includes every male 
student of the University who pa.vs the athletic 
fee ol J3. The Society has but one regular an- 
nual meeUng; it is held on the first Wednesday 
in March, when reports, financial and other, 
are submitted by the executive to the Society, 
and questions of general interest are brought 
up for discussion. Lectures arc suspended that 
all may be free to attend the mèeting. Special 
meetings of the Society may be called on three 
days' notice by the president or on a wTitten 
request erf t^venty-^i\'e members. 

The Stadents' CmwcU. 

The executi\'e of the Students' Coiincil is 
comprised of nine members: a president elected 
by the general ballot of the students on a date 
fixed by the executive between the 15th of Feb- 
ruary and the aanual meeting; the presidents 
of the undergraduate &ocieUes of Arts. Law, 
Medicine and Science; the president of the Un- 
ion, and the presidents of the Rugby Football, 
Track and Hockey Clubs. 

The administration of the business of the 
Students' Society is vested in the executive 
uommitlee and carried on with the assistance 
of a salaried secretary appointed by the coun- 
cil. The council is the only recognized medium 
between the students and the university author- 
ities and the general public. It has control of 
all funds contributed by the general body ol 
students to any undergraduate enterprise; it 
has control al the college paper, and, when 
occasion demands, is constituted into a Court 
of Honour before which any student may be 
summoned to account for a misdemeanor. The 
practical effect ol this reform is to place upon 
the students the entire responsibility ol their 
own acts. Is financial matters the executive 
is responsible to the Society— to the studenU 
themselves and not to a non-stiident body, as 
was formerly -the case. In matters of discipline 
the StudenU appoint their own court and any 
delinquent is amenable Jo its jurisdiction. In 
theory the university authorities have v.aived 
none of their rights, but it is generally under- 
stood that a finding of the Students' Court of 
Honour will meet with ratification in the Com- 
mittee of Corporation on Morals and Discipline. 
The object of the .change was to make a unit ol 
the undergraduate body, give it a recogniz-ed 
form of govcrnmént so perfect Uijl the sound 
judgment of the majority should at all times 
prevail, quicken interest in university life by 
making every man in tlie university an in- 
tegral part of the Society and responsible lor 
the success or failure of ail general nlovenient 
in Uic university. 

To further tbetc ends the greaUst public- 
ity is given to the deliberations of the execu- 
tivé, and monlbiy financial statemente are 
rendered to thé Society tbrpugb the collège 
paper. 

It if the policy ol the Students' Cbuncll to 
exercise the greatest amount of supèrviiion over 
the finances of the digèrent clubs without in 
any way de{itroylng their iulonomy.

Except tor A flimsy plot the picture offers a 
few "higii spots" of excellent scenery and stage- 
technique. There are llic usual superlative ef- 
fects of lighting and composlllnn achievable 
through no other medium except thai of Ihc 
motion picture. Whatever there Is of the story 
concerns the erroneous engagement ot George 
Murphy for the role of leading dancer In a 
Uroadwjiy fhow. The original Intention was 
to cnsagc Fred Astnire. The vniselflsli act Ion 
of Fred Aslairo in teaching George Murphy his 
original dance routines Ik finally rewarded 
when Eleanor Powell finds out tho truth and 
secures n place for Mr. Aatalro as her partner. 
The comic relief is afforded by the superb act- 
in); of Frank Morgan rfis Ihe philandf ring hn- 
prcssario. Mr. Morgan can always be depended 
ui>on to turn in one ot the brightest perform- 
ances in any show, and this is no exception. 

A number of short subjects round out Ihc 
program, chief among these being n colour 
cartoon about a fishing bear. The attempts ot 
the movies to introduce an educational element 
into their programs by producing short sub- 
jecta on various topics ot interest and Informn* 
tion are \-ery aptly illustrnlcd In a short sub- 
ject depicting the search and struggle for. the 
development of a hard wheal In the United 
States.

THE FIGHTING 6DTH. 
Warner Brothers have again utilized the 
screen as a means of propaganda in the drama- 
tic, intense film. "The Fighting 60lh." The 
theme is one that has currently worked its way 
into motion pictures— namely keep America out 
of this war. Father Duffy, played by Pat 
O'Brien, aums this up in his final speech when 
he says, "We cannot bring that generation back 
to life — ^but we can respect its memory. The 
finest way to do that is to keep out of another 
war," 

THE FIGHTING 69TH is a combination of 
fact and fiction. The names of the towns and 
villages in France where the 69th fought in the 
last war are true, so arc tho characters por- 
trayed by Pat O'Brien, Jcffcry Lynn and George 
Brent, James Cagney, as a tough Irishman 
from Brooklyn, is the sole fictitious characteri- 
zation. He plays convincingly a undisciplined, 
unprincipled private, who defies all army re- 
gulations, and is finally condemned to be shot 
lor cowardice. He proves himsell a real man, 
however, and dies a hero's death. 

Jeffery Lynn, as the poet-soldier Joyce 
Kilmer, acts with sincerity. George Brenl as 
"Wild Bill" Donovan handles his role with his 
usual assurily. The fighting scenes provide 
dramatic moments. 

On the whole, the "Fighting 60lh" provides 
excellent entertainment. An "Information 
Please" and a eolour cartoon complete the pro- 
gram.

Doug Mann, just out of bc\i 
after a bad attack of flu. streaked 
down the downhill course sl0iost six 
seconds faster than the next best 
man; Capttin Don Tirrcll, after los- 
ing precious seconds untangling hif 
skis from a hidden piece of barbed 
■v^ irc ai the boiiom of a hill, was 
still fast enough to take second 
place in the cross countrj- even 
though his strained shoulder hin- 
dered poling and George Moore 
vat fourth in the jumping compe- 
tition after hit chipped ankle bone 
had been weakened in the cross 
country. 

Powerful Indians. 

The Dartmouth victory should 
aot be belittled houevcr since the 
liDj-s in green were a really power- 
iul outfit. Roger Simpter far out- 
distanced the rest of the field in the 
jump with stylish leaps of 96 and 
101 feet and Charlie MacLane was 
probably the best man in the meet 
iwjth two firsts, a second and a sixth 
place to his credit. 

The downhill was the first event 
and was held on Blood trail which 
was steep in places, winding and 
bumpy in Others ana*finishca TSfi s' 
gentle slope which put a premium 
on the right choice of wax. "Spiff" 
Little of Dartmouth, first man down 
surprised the judges by crossmB the 
line in 1:48:0 but Doug Mann soon 
smashed this record wi!h time of 
1:41:2 which was never approached. 
MacLane of Dartmouth nosed into 
second place while Fred Moore was 
fourth, just eight tenths of a second 
behind Little despite two spnii o:. 
the treacherous upper reaches of 
the course. Bob Townsend w&i fifth 
in 1:50:4. Running among the latter 
competitors when the sun had 
slightly slowed up the course. Bob 
was considerably faster than any- 
one else in the latter half of tihe 
field. 

Jinjfcd In Slalom. 

Tne Red team finished 1.6 points 
ahead of the Indians with Norwich 
surprisingly in third place. The 
Slalom told a difterent story how- 
ever with McGill dropoing into 
second place 6.8 points behind Dart- 
mouth.

On the other 
h*nd the standouts in jazz music do 
eense the conflict and are conscious 
ol their inferiority. 
, Let us cite the cape of such a 
distinguished peri'etrator of the art 
of iazz as ArUe Shaw. Within 
him for j-ears the conflict had 
raged and suddenly he threw away 
the baton and left. He could not 
tolerate the aiuiience which his 
plaj-ine atu-scted and the semi- 
insane g>Talions with which thty 
received his music. 

To cite another example: the 
king of them all, the great Benny 
Goodman, himself one of the 
■world's outstanding clarinettists 
gets the supreme satisfaction from 
plaj-ing classical music. To wit, his 
«Utstanding musicianlj- performance 
■of the Mozart clarinet quintet with 
Budapest String Quartette and the 
«vidently pleasing-to-him-perform- 
OTce with Joseph Szigetle in the 
Bartok Sonata for violin and clar- 
inet 

Thus we see that even amongst 
the standouts of jazz there is a 
conflict, which 1 grant is covert for 
the most part, but it does come to 
the lore fit times and we see what's 
•what in t'le realm oi mu.<iic. 

I do not deny the right of jazz to 
exist "We must realize that it has 
« subordinate status in musicana. 
Its melodies can be easilj- learned, 
'but are soon forgotten. They do not 
Jhave the permanence and the stab- 
ility of classical music. Mr. Babery 
states that the musician plays what 
his public wants him to play. But is 
there no demand for classical 
music? Do you not find the sym- 
phony concerts and operatic pro- 
ductions well attended? 

How does jazz give enjoyment 
and relaxation? Enjoyment pos- 
sibly, but never relaxation. You 
cannot whirl around and perform 
:the antics of a contortionist and 
say that you have relaxed. Is it 
not more soothing to listen to Bee- 
thoven's Sixth SjTnphony than to 
the Dipsy Doodle? 

Hecent trends would seem to in- 
dicate that any jazz music which 
remains in the pu'nlic eye and is 
sture to be successful is the distort- 
ed interpretations of the classics. 
•Moon Love" is played with no 
.apology to Tschaikovsiiy, also "My 
Heverie" without mention of Claude 
Debussy's name. The more per- 
manent and lasting jazz pieces are 
those which have been borrowed or 
lie on the borderline of classical 
music. 

Again we must cite the sad plight 
■of jazz. Most of its performers are 
tclossical musicians, even those who 
do the publicity for it are basically 
classical muiicians. Ever. Mr. Ba- 
bery in his article implies thai he 
Is a classical musician. 

I am unfortunately a layman, a 
student of the sciences with little 
.appreciation of the true arts. The 
lirst law in sound that I learned is 
that al! that pleasing lo 'jic ear 
is music arid all that'^ displeasing 
-40 the ear is noise. I am sorry, but 
ito,my ear jazz seems to fall in i-he 
'Jatter category.
